. She had the moſt active zeal for the public, and the moſt 
conſtant deſire of doing good, joined with ſuch unaffected 
humility, that the ſecret flatteries of vanity, or ſelf-love, 
had no power over her. For, when due acknowledgments 
were made, or decent things ſaid upon occaſions, that well 
deſerved them, theſe ſeemed ſcarce to be heard, and ſhe pre- 
ſently turned off the diſcourſe to other ſubjects. 

Her piety and virtue were real and unaffected; and the 
vivacity and ſweetneſs of her temper and converſation ſoften» 
ed all thoſe diſagreeable ideas, which the world is too willing 
to entertain of the ſeverities of virtue, and of the ſtrict neſs 


of true religion. al; N 
She was not content with being devout herſelf, but in- 


fuſed piety into all, who came near her; eſpecially thoſe, 
whom ſhe took into her more immediate care, and whom 


ſhe ſtudied to form with the tenderneſs and watchfulneſs of 
a mother. She charmed them with her inſtructions, as ſhe 
overcame them with her kindneſs. Never was miſtreſs 
beth feared and loved fo intirely as ſhe was. She ſcattered 


books of inſtruction round about her, that ſuch as waited _ 5 


might not be condemned to idleneſs, but might entertain 


themſelves uſefully, while they were in their turns _ at · f 


tendance.

Princes to purſue it more effeCtually. Without this ſhe 
thought, that a private life was the happier as well as the 


ſafer ſtate. When reflections were once made before her, 


of the ſharpneſs of ſame Hiſtorians who had>left heavy im- 
putations on the memory of ſome Princes, ſhe anſwered, 
«© That, if thoſe Princes were ſuch, as the” Hiſtorians re- 
C preſented them, they had well deſerved fhat treatment; 
and others, who tread their ſteps, might look for the 


« ſame; for truth would be told at laſt.” Her charity was 
not confined to her own ſubjects, but extended in a moſt 


particular manner to multitudes of French exiles, whom the 
perſecution ſent hither. The ſcattered VJaudois had a ſhare 
in her bounty ; and, when by the King's interceſſion re- 


ſtored to their vallies, they were inabled by the Queen to 


' tranſmit their faith to their poſterity, . She likewiſe took 


care of preſerving - the poor remnants of the Bohemian 


churches, and formed nurſeries of religion in ſome parts of 


Germany, which were exhauſted by war. And the laſt great 
project, that her thoughts were working on, with relation 
to a noble and royal proviſion for-diſabled ſeamen at Green- 
wich, was particularly deſigned to be 3 as to 
put them in a probable way of ending their days in the fear 
of God. | 

She was a perſect example of conjugal love, chaſtity, and 
obedience, She ſet her huſband's will before her as the rule 


of her life. Her admiration of him made her ſubmiſſion 


not only eaſy, but delightful. And it is remarkable, that 
when Dr. T:nifon, named to be Archbiſhop of Canterbury, 
went to comfort the King, his Majeſty anſwered, ** That 
he could not but grieve, ſince he had loſt a wife, who, in 
% ſeventeen years, had never been guilty of an indiſcretion.“ 

The openneſs of her behaviour was ſubject to univerſal 
obſervation, but it was under that regularity of conduct. 
that thoſe, who knew her beſt, and ſaw her oſteneſt, could 
never diſcover her thoughts further, than as ſhe herſelf had a 
mind to reveal them; and this ſhe managed ſo, that no 
diſtruſt was ſhewn in it, nor diſtaſte given by it. 1 
She maintained ſincerity ſo intirely, that ſhe never once 
heeded explanations to juſtify either her words or actions. 
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leſs hopes might be conceived from general words of fa- 
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fortunes. If ſhe uſed them ſometimes, it was only in com- 


ſight (and ſuch a one as was made, by ſome, the ſubject of

much ſtudy; yet ſhe had read the beſt books in Znglyh, 
French, and Dutch, the three languages, that were almoſt 
equally familiar to her. She gave the moit of her. re- 
tired hours to the reading of the Scriptures, and of books 
relating to them. Next to the beſt ſubjects, the beftowed 
moſt of her time on books of hiſtory, eſpecially of the lat- 
ter ages, and particularly of her own Kingdoms, as being 
the moſt. proper to give her uſeful inſtructions. She had 
a great reliſh, as well as a great love for poetry, but loved 
it beſt, when it was converſant about divine and moral ſub- 
jects; and ſhe would often expreſs her concern for the de- 
filement of the Engliſp ſtage. | 

She had no reliſh for choſe indolant diverſions, which are 
too common conſumers. of moſt people's time, and which 
make as great waſtes on their minds, as they do on their 


pliance with forms, becauſe ſhe was unwilling to ſeem to 
cenſure others with too harſh à ſeverity, She gave her 
minutes of leiſure, with the greateſt delight, to architecture 
and gardening. She had no other inclination, beſides this, 
to any diverſions, that were expenſive; and, ſince this em- 
ployed many hands, ſhe was pleaſed to ſay, That ſhe heped 
it winld be forgiven her, When her eyes were endangered 
by reading too much, and in all thoſe hours, that were 
not given to better employments,. ſhe wrought with her 
own hands, and that ſometimes with ſo conſtant a diligence, 
as if ſhe had been to get her livelihood by it. It was a new

In thoſe ſteps of her latter years, which, at firſt appear- - 
nce, ſeemed capable of hard conſtruction, ſhe weighed the 
reaſons, which the went upon, with great caution and ex- 
actneſs, Her inclinations lay ſtrong to a duty, that nature 
had put her under; but ſhe was determined to accept the 
Crown, becauſe ſhe was perſuaded, that there was no other 
viſible means left to preferve the Proteſtant Religion, not 
only here, but every where elſe.

* This delighitful young Prince, though he was but of a 
weak and tender conſtitution, yet he had a very manly 
fou}, and a lively genius; for before he was full ſeven years 
of age, be underſtood the terms of fortification and naviga- 
tion, knew all the different parts of a ſtrong place, and a 
fhip of war; and could martial a company of boys, who 
had liſted themſelves to attend him. He took much pleaſure

I talked of theſe things at different times, near three hours 
a day: This was both eaſy and delighting to him. The 
King ordered five of his chief Miniſters, to come once a 
quarter, and examine the progreſs he made: They ſeemed 
amazed both at his knowledge, and the good underſtanding 
that appeared in him: He had a wonderful memory, and a 
very good judgment. He had gone through much weak- 
neſs, and ſome vears of ill health: The Princeſs was 
with child of him, during all the diſorder we were in at 
the Revolution, though ſhe did not know it herſelf at the 
time, when ſhe left the Court: This probably had given 
him ſo weak a conſtitution, but we hoped the dangerous time 
was over: His birth-day was the 24th of Ju, and he was 
then eleven years old: He complained a little the next 
day, but we imputed that to the tatigues of a birth- day; fo 
that he was too much negleRed : The day atter, he grew 
much worſe, and it proved to be a malignant ſever: He

The Character of W I L LIAM III.

King William III. had a thin and weak body; his hair Burnet, | 


brown, and his conſtitution delicate, He had a Roman 
eagle noſe, bright and ſparkling eyes, a large front, and a 
countenance compoſed to gravity and authority. All his 
ſenſes were critical and exquiſite. 
tical ; and, the dregs of the ſmall-pox ſalling on his lungs, 
he had a conſtant deep cough, His behaviour, was ſolemn 
and ſerious, ſeldom chearful, and but with a few. He ſpoke 
little and very flowly, and moſt commonly with a diſ- 
guſting dryneſs, which was his character at all times, ex- 
cept in a day of battle; for then he was all fire, though 


without paſſion, and was every where, and looked to every 


thing. He had no great advantage from his education. 
De Witts diſcourſes were of great uſe to him; and, he be- 
ing 2pprehenſive of the obſervation of thoſe, who were 


looking narrowly into every thing he ſaid or did, had 


brought himſelf under an habitual caution, that, he could 


never ſhake off, though in another ſcens it proved as hurt- 


ful, 


He was always afthma- 
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ful, as it was then neceſſary to his affairs. He ſpoke Dutch, 
French, Engliſh, and German, equally well ; and he under- 


food the Latin, Spaniſb, and Italian; fo that he was well 
fitted to command armies, compoſed of ſeveral Nations. 


Ile had a memory, that amazed all about him, for it never 


failed him. He was an exact obſerver of men and things. 
His ſtrength lay rather in a true diſcerning and a found judg- 
ment, than in imagination or invention, His defigns were 
always great and good 3 but it was thought he truſted too 


much to that, and did not deſcend enough to the humours 


of his people, to make himſelf and his notions more accept- 
able to them. This, in a Government that has ſo much 
of freedom in it, as ours, - was more neceſſary than he was 
inclined to believe. His reſervedneſs grew on him, ſo that 
it diſguſted moſt of thoſe who ſerved him; but he had ob- 
ſerved the errors of too much talking, more than thoſe of 
too cold a ſilence. He did not like contradiction, nor to 


| have his actions cenſured; but he loved to employ and fa- 


a 


vour thoſe, who had the: arts of complacence ; yet he did 
not love flatterers. His genius lay chiefly to war, in which 
his courage was more admired than his conduct, Great 
errors were often committed by him, but his heroical courage 
ſet things right, as it animated thoſe who were about him, 
He was too laviſh of. money; on ſome occaſions, both ia 
his buildings, and to his favourites; but too ſparing in re- 
warding ſervices, or in encouraging thoſe who brought in- 
telligence. He was apt to take ill impreflions of people, 
and theſe ſtuck long with him; but he never carried them 
to indecent revenges. He gave too much way to his own 
humour, almoſt in every thing, not excepting that, which 
related to his own health, He knew all foreign affairs 
well, and underſiood the ſtate of every Court in Europe 


very particularly. He inſtructed his own Miniſters himſelt, 


but he did not apply enough to affairs at home: He tried 
how he could govern us, by balancing the two parties, one 
againſt another; but he came, at laſt, to be perſuaded, that 
the Tories were irreconcileable to him; and he was reſolved 
to try and truſt them no more. He believed the truth of 
the Chriſtian Religion very firmly, and he expreſſed an hor- 
ror at atheiſm and blaſphemy; ; and, though there was much 
in both at his Court, yet it was always denied to him, and 
kept out of ſight. He was moſt exemplarily decent and 
devout in the public exerciſes of the worſhip of God; only 
on week-days he came too ſeldom to them. He was an 
attentive hearer of ſermons, and Was conſtant in his private

prayers, and in reading the Scriptures ; and, when he ſpoke | 
of religious matters, which he did not often, it was with a 
becoming gravity, He was much poſſeſſed with the belief 
of abſolute decrees, becauſe he did not ſee; how the belief 
of Providence could be maintained upon any other ſuppoſi- 
tion, His indifference as to the forms of Church-govern- 
ment, and his being zealous for Toleration, together with 
his cold behaviour towards the Clergy, gave e them generally 
very ill impreſſions of him. In his deportment towards all 
about him, he ſeemed to make little diſtinction between the 
good and the bad, and thoſe who ſerved well, or thoſe who 
ſerved him ill. He loved the Dutch, and was much be- 
loved among them; but the ill returns he met with from 
the Engliſh Nation; their jealouſies of him, and their per- 
verſeneſs towards him, had too much ſoured his mind, and 
had in a great meaſure alienated him from them, which he 
| did not take care enough to conceal, though he ſaw the ill 
effects this had upon his. buſineſs, He grew i in his laſt years | 
too remiſs and careleſs as to all affairs, till the treacheries of 
France awakened him, and the dreadful conjunction of the 
French and Spaniſh Monarchies gave ſo loud an alarm to all | 
Europe; fot the watching over the French C:urt, and the 
oppoſing of their practices, was the prevailing pathon of his 
| whole life. Few men had the art of concealing and govern- | 
| ing paſſion more than he had, yet few men had ſtronger | 
paſſions, which were ſeidom felt but by inferior ſervants,” | 
to whom he uſually made ſuch recompences for any ſudden | 
or indecent vents he might give his anger, that they were b | 
glad every time it broke upon them. He was too eaſy to the | 
faults of thoſe about him, when they did not lie in his way, | 
or croſs any of his deſigns; and he was ſo apt to think, | | 
| 


that his Miniſters might grow inſolent, if they ſhould find; | | 
that they had much credit with him, that he ſeemed to have = 
made it a maxim to let them often feel, how little power | 
they had even in ſmall matters. His Favourites had a more | l 
intire power, but he accuſtomed them only to inform him 
of things, but to be ſparing in offering advice, except when 
it was aſked. It was not eaſy to account for the reaſons of 
the favour, that he ſhewed in the higheſt inſtances to two 
perſons beyond all others, the Earls of Portland and Alhe- 
marle, they being in all reſpects men, not only of different, 
but even of oppoſite characters. Secrecy and fidelity were 
the only qualities, in which it could be ſaid, that they did 
in any fort agree, He appeared to be a ceeſon raĩſed up by 
God to reſiſt the power of France, and the progreſs of ty- 
Vor. III. b ranny 
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ranny and perſecution. The ſeries of the five. Princes of 
Orange, that was now ended in him, was the. nobleſt Suc- 
ceſſion of Heroes, thas we find in any hiſtory; and the 
thirty years, from the year 1672 to his death, in which he 
acted ſo great a part, carried in them ſo many amazing ſteps 
of a glorious and diſtinguiſhing Providence, that in the words 
of David he might be called, The man of God's right hand, 
 whem he had made ſtrong for himſelf. After all the abate- 
ments, that may be allowed for his errors and faults, he 
ought ſtill to be reckoned among the greateſt Princes, that 
our hiſtory, or indeed any other can afford. EO 

This is the character of King William, as drawn by Bi- 
ſhop Burnet, who had occaſioned to know him well, hav- 
ing (as he ſays himſelf) obſerved him very carefully in a 
courſe of ſixteen years. To this character ſhall be added the 
following account of the ſame Prince, penned and commu- 
nicated by a perſon, extremely well verſed in the affairs of 
thoſe times. | 


To draw a character, with any tolerable degree of pro- 
priety and truth, is far from being an eaſy undertaking. - 
The difficulty increaſes from a variety of particulars,” and 
many appearances of ftrong contradiftions. This is evi- 
dently the caſe of the Prince, of whom 1 ſhall preſume to 
offer a free and impartial account. 

He came into the world, and ſtruggled through life with 
many and perpetual inconveniencies and diſadvantages. 
The Father, dying immediately after his attempt on Am/ter- 
dam, produced many misfortunes to the Son, with regard 
both to his education and intereſt. Indolence and averſion to 
buſineſs, which requires confinement, are great misfortunes 
to a Prince; and they are conſequences of not being under 
the reſtraints proper to form the mind to knowledge, With- 
out attention and careful deliberation, how can any thing 
be well performed in the great ſcenes of life ? 

In his long minority, power and the conduct of affairs 
had been in the hands of the ſure enemies of the Orange 
family; but under thefe diſadvantages, when he was not 
above ſixteen or ſeventeen years of age, he gave an inſtance 
- of prudence, caution, and wiſdom, worthy the experience 
of the oldeſt and ableſt Miniſter of State. The fact is fo 
very remarkable, that it deſerves a particular relation. De 
Mitt, having taken him under his government and tuition, © 
in order to be maſter of all his actions and motions, removed 
all his old ſervants, and placed others about him, in _ 
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he could confide. One young man, who had conſtantly 
attended him from a child, and was his Valet de Chambre, 


at the earneſt requeſt of the Prince, was ſuffered to continue 


in his ſervice. But De Mitt took care, at the ſame time, 


to engage him in bis intereſt. The Prince had a conſtant, 


but very ſecret cori:ſpondence with the Engliſh Court in 
matters, that concerned his 0w i) views and iptereſt. On the 
receipt of letters from thence, he uſuaily put them into his 


waiſtcoat pocket. The Veict „ when his Highneſs was in 


bed and a-fleep, took out tlie letters, copied them for the 


Penſionary, and carefully replaced the originals. This con- 


tinued ſome time, till De Mitt, talking with the Prince 
upon his affairs, and warning him againſt intrigues incon- 
ſiſtent with their Government, and dangerous to bis High- 
neſs, let fall expreſſions, from which the Prince interred his 
having ſeen ſome of his ſecret lettets from England. He 
took not the leaſt notice to any one of what had happened, 
but, when he went to bed, feigning ſleep, he ſaw the faith» 


leſs operation of his Valet Without the leaſt notice or mo- 


tion. He continued to conceal the diſcovery, but took care, 
in his ſubſequent letters to Enzland, to write in ſuch a man- 
ner, and to receive ſuch anſwers for his waiſtcoat-pocket, 
for the treacherous uſe of his ſervant, and De J/:it's infor- 
mation, as by degrees removed his qcalouſies, and kept him 
ever after in a falſe ſecurity relating to the Prince's tranſac- 
tions and correſpondencies abroad. When the Prince had 
overcome all his aifficulties, and was made Stadtholder, he 
cooly let his Valet know what great ſervice he had done, 
while he was intending to betray him. After this confound- 
ing explanation, he was immediately diſmiſſed ſrom his 


ſervice : But the Prince notwithſtanding gave him a pes | 


for life, about an hundred a year at Breda. 

When he entered into public life, moſt of his friends and 
aſſiſtants were men diſtinguiſhed only by noiſe and zeal, 
Circumſtances as importantly unhappy attended him in 


England. The Marquiſs of Hallifax, the Earl of Danby, + 


Sir Edward Seymour, and ſeveral others, had been eminently 
uſeful in the contrivance and execution of the Revolution, 
and in fixing the Government. Neglects and diſappoint- 
ments under King James, and great expectations from the 
new ſettlement, were the chief motives of their behaviour. 


They could have no ſenſe of civil and religious liberty, nor 
real concern for its intereſts either at home or abroad, the 


whole of. whoſe lives had been ſpent in bold and conſtant 
endeavours for its ſubverſion. But though, in the diftribu- 
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tion of places, they had their full proportion, yet, becauſe 
all their views were not anſwered, they quickly conceived 
bitter diſguſts, and infuſed their temper into all- their depen- 
den's ; but continued in place, in order more effeQually to 
diftreſs and diſturb. Thus they had many opportunities of 
 fataſly adviſing in home and foreign affairs. They hated 
the King, and endeavoured to make him odious for his mo- 
deration and good temper in matters of Religion; and yet 
they flattered, and pretended zeal for his honour, They la- 
boured with too much ſuccets in giving him diſguſts to thoſe, 
who were his friends both by principle and inclination ; ; and 
engaged him to confide in and employ thoſe, whoſe enmi- 
ties to him were unalterable. 

The avarice and rapacioufneſs of foreign Favourites was 
another very great misfortune. In order to ſilence the cla- 
mours of enemies, ſome of the chief of the Tories, particularly 
Danby, were liberal partakers in the Crown-lands. Such 
proccedings could not fail to be matter of grief and offence 
to the beft friends of the Government. The King's regards 
to a favourite Lady, not many weeks after the Queen's de- 
ceaſe, were publiſhed to the world by a moſt profuſe and 
prodigious grant. This Lady's influence and management 
in general are known ; but many particulars have not been 
| repreſented, and many can never. be produced to light. She 
engaged perſons of the firſt rank to enter into buſineſs. She 
offered the Tories, by way of bargain for her /ri/þ grants, 
to have Lord: Semmers removed, whoſe diſgrace, as well as 
that of the Earl pi Portland, was chiefly owing to her ad- 
dreſs, Her brother, the Earl of Ferſey, was a zealous and 
known Jacobite, and yet had ail forts of honour and truſts, 
A great variety of particulars might be added, but the re- 
flectione, which ariſe from what has deen mentioned, 18 
ſufficient to our purpoſe. 

A military life was moſt agreeable to his genius; but here 
his diſadvantages and diſtreſies were perpetual. He came to 
the reſcue of his country in the Jowelt and moſt dejected 
fate. His firſt performances are therefore to be regarded as the 
moſt glorious particulars of his conduct. His principal Al- 
ly, the Spaniard, Sly gave him vain promiſes and afſu- 
rances, for they were every where feeble and unprepared. 

After he came to England, in how many ways was he 
embarraſſed ? The unreduced and unſettled ſtate of VTreland 
gave the enemy great advantages on the Continent, The 
Court of Vienna only attended to the war in Turty; every 
. elſe was 3 The German troops had no ex- 

" iſtencs 
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iſtence but in pompous liſts publiſhed before the campaign. 
The part, which the Elector of Bavaria afterwards acted 
openly, ſeems to give credit to the ſuſpicions, which were 
then entertained. Some traitors belonging to him were diſ- 


covered, but perhaps not the principal. The King, for tlie 


ſupport of the wars, had the name and found of great ſup- 
plies, but effectual ſervices were very different from theſe 
appearances, The funds were inſufficient, and the difficul- 
ties in raiſing money immediately were inſuperable. When 
a little more vigour both at home and abroad began to open 
to us better views, the diſorderly ſtate of the coin defeated 
all the fair appearances. Dy TW | 
| The conduct of the treaty of Ry/wick fell into the hands 
of the incapable or diſafteQed. \ Aiter the peace, the King 
was on terms of diffidence and diſtruſt with all his capable 
friends; which the diſcontented, the diſaffected, and the 
eager for popularity improved into the fatal reduction of thg 
army. When the long-dreaded event of the death of the 
King of SHpain happened, he was found in the hands of 
thoſe, whoſe enmity was immoveable. They treated France 


with efteem and reſpect, while his Allies endured all the ef- 


fects of their inſolence and pride. | Ts 
With regard to his military abilities and fell, the world 
has been greatly divided in their opinion. Ihe Tories, 
while he was alive, prevailed in the obtaining places for 
themſelves, by affurances of their peculiar regards to regal 
power; but, after bis deceaſe, they took the firſt opportu- 


nity of ſtigmatizing him as a Warrior; as appeared from 


their dividing fo ſtrongly for the word retrieved, His cou- 
rage, bravery, and reſolutions were unqueſtionable ; his 
conduct, temper, and ſkill are not ſo generally allowed. 
Something of this kind will ever be ſuppoſed in a Com- 
mander, who fails of ſucceſs in almoſt every enterprize. 
Victory ſcarce ever attended him, except in the paſſage of 
the Boyne, He expelled the French from moſt of the ſor- 
treſſes belonging to the Dutch, but was far from making 
any effectual oppoſition to their progreſs in the Spanyh Ne- 
therlands ; and they acquired, in a few years, towns and 
territaries, which have contributed to their ſtrength and 
riches, in an amazing-and terrible manner. | 
In his political and civil enen true ſkill and reſo- 
lution ſeem to have been much wanting. Perpetual changes 
of perſons and parties were notorious throughout his Reign. 
"Thoſe, who were againſt all engagements, and all afiu- 
'rances of the fidelity of his ſubjects, and who, in important 
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ſtruggles, oppoſed the owning him as Jawful and righiful 
King, after ſuch repeated indignities, were preferred to his 
ſure and moſt fincere friends. The Convention Parliament, 
to which he -owed his 4/, was diſſolved; the betrayers of 
Corporations, and the tools of Arbitrary power in the two 
former Reigns, were protected and preſerved ; while his 
zealous adherents were delivered up to contempt and diſ- 
grace. In return for this aſtoniſhing preference, the City 
of London choſe ſuch of the Members, as were then alive, 
who had been impoſed on them by Kirtfg James, who had 
delivered them from the incumbrance of ali their privileges. 
The new Senate placed one at their hezd, who wes of a 
malevolent and corrupt temper, and Jad been ready and 
willing to perform for the abdicated Monaich the moſt pro- _ 
fligate and deſperate ſervices. With regard to the coin, the 
King followed the miſchievous and diſtrefling advice of Sg- 
mour, and rejected the ſafe and ſalutary councils of Sommers.

He had' juſt views of the horrid conſequences of the un- 


reſtrained progreſs of the power of France. With. great 
integrity and vigour, he therefore made it the buſineſs of his 
life to oppoſe all its miſchievous motions; nor did he faint 
or grow weary in the glorious and difficult toil. He had 
an enemy, who was ever well prepared and provided; while 


his own ſituation was quite different. He was often baffled - 


and diſappointed, and rarely attended with trumphant ſucceſs. 


However, the. preſervation of Europe from abſolute ſubjection 


may juſtly be aſcribed to his endeavours, He knew in what 
a ſcandalous and mercenary manner his two Predeceſſors 
had ſurrendered themſelves to the will and pleaſure of the 


enemy; nor was he ignorant of the weak and cortupt con- 


dition of many other States. But, though thus diſcouraged, 
the offer of the Sovereignty of the greateſt part of his coun- 
try could not ſeduce him from the common cauſe. This is 
ſufficient to ſilence the accuſations of his enormous love of 
power, races | | 

As he proved himſelf the friend of the liberties of Europe, 
and. preſerved its free States from being the oppreſſed Pro- 
- vinces of an univerſal Monarchy,: fo equally ſincere was his 
zeal for the religious rights of mankind. He had a juſt ab- 
horrence of Popiſh tyranny and uſurpation on conſcience. 
The bitterneſs and envyings among Proteſtants, gave him 
great concern; and he withed for an effectual cure of theſe 
\ evils, and contrived the moſt proper meaſures. Uniformity 
in opinions and practices, is not to be compaſſed : There- 


fore mutual forbearance, and reſtraining the ſeveral parties - 


and proteflions among Chriſtians, from injuring one another, 
ever had his conſtant attention. The religious notions, 


which education and a habit of thinking had fixed, gave 


him no averſion to thoſe, who oppoſed his ſentiments, 
In his days, and by his means, the firm and conſiſtent foun- 
dations were laid, of what is truly valuable in civil or re- 
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the world, becauſe wholl 
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ligious affairs. Before his time, avowing the rights of man- 
kind, in a full and conſiſtent manner, was criminal or diſ- 


graceful: As they had power and opportunity, the ſeveral 
parties of Chriſtians oppreſſed and injured one another. 


An unthinking and ungtateſul world is only delighted with 


hurry and miſchief, and has therefore no ſenſe of its moſt 
valuable benefactors But thoſe, who will reflect and con- 
ſider, muſt acknowledge, a more real friend to human be- 
ings never appeared in this part of the earth. To him we 


_ owe the aſſerting and ſecuring our moſt important immuni: 
ties and privileges. To him the intellectual world is indebt-

ed for the full freedom of debating all ſubjects, and of avow- 


TR defending their ſentiments. : 

The appearances of Providence for his ſafety and preſer- 
vation, were many, and very affecting. No life was ever 
more eminently expoſed in the day of battle; nor did his 


many diſadvantages abate his ardour.: Far from declining. 


he ſought opportunities, His enemies, not ſatisfied with 


the ſeveral chances thus offered, by many vile and dark 


methods, attempted his deſtruction, both at home and 


abroad. | | 


From an immature birth he derived a weak and feeble 
conſtitution 3 but a vigorous mind carried him through a 


_ perpetual ſucceſſion of cares and labours. Conſidering an 


accidental hurt befalling a decayed and waſted frame, his 
days were prolonged beyond all expectation. His laſt work 
compleated his good deſigns for conveying to us the great 


and valuable bleſſing of the Proteſtant Succeflion. Had he 


been cut off in any of the periods of his glorious ſtruggle 
for our happineſs and the welfare of Europe, the miſeries 
and miſchiefs, which muſt naturally have followed, would 
ſurely have equalled all the ſuggeſtions of the blackeſt and 
moſt melancholy imagination, But the unthinking part of

Pedigree and Character of the Princeſs S o HI A. 


This Princeſs was fourth and youngeſt daughter of Fre- 
deric, King of Bohemia, and Elizabeth of England, only 
daughter ot King James the Firſt ; and was born at the 
Hague, the 3d of Ockober, 1630. In the year 1658, ſhe 
was married to Erneſt Auguſtus, Duke of Brunſwick and 
Lunenburg (fourth and youngeſt ſon to George Duke of 
Lunenburg-Zell) who, in 1662, ſucceeded Count Francis of 
Wirtenburg, in the Biſhopric of Ofnabrugbe In 1630, on 
the death of his eldeſt brother, Fehn Frederic, Duke of 
Hanover, Erneft Auguſtus ſucceeded him alſo in that dig- 


nity ; and, in the year 1692, he received the inveſtiture of 


the Electoral dignity of Brunſwick Luncnburg. This Prince 
died on the 23d of January, 1698, having had, by the 
Princeſs Sephia, ſix tons, George Lewis, Frederic Auguſtus, 
Maximilian William, Charles Philip, Chriſtian, and Erneft 
Auguſtus, and one daughter, Sophia Dorathy, who, in the 
year 1684, became the ſecond wife of Frederic the Third,

She behaved in both parts to 
admiration, as a daughter of England, and as a mother of 
Germany, Her wit was ſpritely, curious, and ſurprizing 
her judgment ſolid and penetrating, founded upon the nobleſt 
maxims from reading and ſtudy, explained by obſervation 
and experience, Nothing could exceed the beautics,and ad- 
vantages of her converſation, but her letters; both wee 
eaſy, entertaining, and uſeful, She had a fund of happ.- 
neſs within herſelf, which gave as reliſh to her retirements : 
But her care in Government and ceconomy ſhewed the juſt 
ſenſe ſhe had of being born for the good of others, Her 
piety was exemplary without affectation; her ſentiments of 
religion juſt and noble, neither perplexed with doubts, nor 
inſlaved by ſuperſtition. The neighbourhood of the Jeſuits 
ſerved only to confirm her in the opinion ſhe had of the im- 
poſtures and corruptions of their Church and Order, But, 
though bred up in the Reformed Religion, according to the 
Calvintan diſcipline, yet ſhe ever had a great eſteem ſor the 
Liturgy and Conſtitution of the Church of England. She 
hated every thing, that was ſour, malicious, or il|-natured 
to ſuch a degree, that none could be more ſedulous to op-

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Remarks on the Reign and Character of Queen ANNE, 


No Reign was ever more memorable than this for im- 


portant events. Different accounts and numerous com- 
ments have diſguiſed and confounded many material parti- 
culars. But, notwithſtanding this, her ſtate of affairs, 
and the real character of this Princeſs, may, without much 
difficulty, be explained, No period of time afforded men 
more eminent for wiſdom and abilities, and more diſtin- 
guiſhed by ſucceſſes equal to their merit. Had not ſuch cir- 


cumſtances happened, Europe muſt have ſubmitted to an Uni- 


verſal Monarchy, which would not have endured any re- 
mains of civil or religious Liberty. 

When the war was begun, nothing could bs more me- 
nacing than our proſpects. Ihe Houſe of Bourbon os 
all treaties, and moſt ſolemn engagements, without any dit. 
ficulty or oppoſition ſeized territories more extenſive and 
conſiderable, than were ever gained by the moſt rapid Con- 
queror, by the toils of a long life. All the powers of Eu- 
rope were obliged, by the laws of prudence and ſelf-deferice, 
to oppoſe a Monarch thus prepared for their deſtruction, 
T hoſe, at remoter diſtances, were eaſy and inſenſible; and 


ſome, who were nearly concerned, entered into the perni- 


cious meaſures of France. The pride and oppreſſion of the 
Court of Vienna aggravated the evil, by giving occaſion to 
the inſurrection of thoſe ſubjects *, of whoſe ulefulneſ⸗ and 
importance the preſent times have afforded full evidence. 


The Turks remaining quiet during the whole war ; the 


inſurrection in the Cevennes ; and the victory at Hock/tedt, 
are inſtances of the moſt favourable incidents. When we 
review the caſe of thoſe brave and oppreſſed Proteſtants, 
how can we forbear inquiring, Why was not a rep and 


| incurable wound then given to France in her vitals? Muſt 


we aſcribe our fatal neglect to bigotry, perfidy, to an aver- 
ſion to all foreign Churches, and to the natural operation of 
Tory principles ? It is affirmed, it was only carried by one 
vote at the Council- board, not to call them rebels in our 
Gazette : And, Will your Majeſty aſſiſt rebels 
have been the "expoſtulation of a very grave Nobleman with 
the Queen's conſcience. While too many were averſe, o- 
thers ſeem to have had no true ſenſe of the importance of this 
incident, Complaints have been likewiſe made of our be- 
ing n by our Agents.

The wonderful and very ſeaſonable ſucceſs at Hockftedt 


was properly purſued by our great General. But, Ho .] W 
faulty was the Houſe of Auſtria on their part? How much 


valuable time was waſted; and how feebly did they come 
prepared to the ſiege of Landau? Military preparations 
were neglected, and the vain pomp and ſhew of a King of 
the Romans chiefly regarded, Thus the troops were obliged 
to continue in the field till the beginning of winter, to their 
great detriment, The feebleneſs or ſlowneſs of the Ger- 
mans, or the envy of their General, defeated the deſigns 
which were excellently formed, of penetfating into France 
on its weakeſt ſide, A year's reſpite thus gained enabled 
the enemy to offer us battle, A complete and cheap victory 
ws gained and followed with all deſirable conſequences. 
Time ſpent in the ſieges of this and the following years has 
been reprefented as the want of. conduct, or ſomething 
worſe, But the importance of a barrier is evident to —_ 
honeſt and thinking man. When this ſecurity is neglected, 
the awe and terror it muſt produce will convince by facts 
far more effectual than the cleareſt reaſoning. The entering 
France, and leaving behind the numerous fortified towns of 
the new conqueſts, had any miſchance happened, would have 
been deemed an unpardonable want of precaution. To a 
ſecond attempt, by the way of Lorrain, there was nothing 
to give encouragement. : | 

Our advantages in other parts were very conſiderable ; 
particularly by diſappointments of the enemy in the ſieges of 
bibraltar and Barcelona. But what account can be given 
of our misfoitune and miſconduct, when a ſure, near, and 
caly method of poſſeſſing Spain was offered? What hindered 
Lord Galibay's marching with proper expedition to Madrid? 
Had this been executed, all the Courts and Tribunals of the 
Kingdom would have been ſecured. By diſpatches from 
thence the Governments of America might have been gained. 
But in what terms ſhall we mention the delays of King 
Charles and the Earl of Peterborough, after the flying retreat 
of King Philip and his army? Their behaviour, in all its 


parts, was a direct contradiction to all the dictates of pru- 


dence, intereſt, and glory. Had they immediately aſſembled 
the troops in Yalentia ond Catalonia, joined Lord Galway, 
and marched directly ta the Pyrenees, Philip muſt have been 
tor ever excluded ; and the great and good ends of the war 
would have been happily and ſpeedily accompliſhed, W hat 
a reverſe happened, has been related in its proper place. 
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The diſappointment before Toulon was almoſt equally af. 
fecting. Such a conqueſt would have been a moſt ſenſible 
wound to France. Had not the army been weakened by the 
great body of troops ſent to the conqueſt of Naples, the af. 
fair muſt have ſucceeded. Jeſuitical counſels and French 
money are ſuppoſed to hare influenced the court of Vienna. 
The reaſoning fatally urged was to this purpoſe : If the na- 
val power of France is deitroyed in the Mediterranean by 
taking Maurſeilles and Toulon, the uncontroulable dominion 
of two maritime powers which are Proteſtants, will be into- 
lerable. The Prieſts of Italy and Spain trembled for Rom: 
and the Holy Houſe. They had lively forebodings of ſome- 
thing worſe than the return of the days of Cromwell. As 
they had an aſſured proſpect of Spain, the perfect awe and 
ſubjection of the maritime part of that Catholic Kingdom to 
Heretics came into conſideration : This, though known to 
Dr. Hare, was not inſerted in his excellent political tract; 


\ publiſhed in 1711 and 1712, for a very obvious reaſon; 


ſince it would have given aſſiſtance to the Minifters in their 
evil deſigns of infuſing into the Nation ill-will and averſion | 
to the Houſe of Auſtria, and kind inclinations to that of 
Beurbon. : 

Not improving advantages and opportunities is matter of 
eaſy obſervation to all, who reflect on the ſeveral wars, of 
which we have accounts. In Confederacies, wherein there 


are a variety of humours and oppoſite intereſts, ſuch misfor- 


tunes are in a great meaſure unavoidable. But, notwith- 
ſtanding the ſeveral eſcapes of the enemy, the Duke of 
Atarlborough's ſure and ſteady progreſs, and the damages the 
French ſuſtained in other places, reduced them to a flate 


of the utmoſt diſtreſs and terror. Their frontiers. were im- 


paired to ſuch a degree, that we had gained an eaſy and ſe- 
eure admiſſion into the open and defenceleſs parts of France, 
had his Queen and Country duly ſupported this great Cap- 
tain, Tue grand Monarch would have been driven from his 
Capital; his glory had received an indelible ſtain ; and his 


vain and infolent ſubjects a juſt mortification. Such advan- | 


tages would have repaid all our toils and expences. He muſt 
have gladly compounded by recalling his grandſcn from | 
Spain, His forcible and fraudulent acquiſitions muſt have been 
ſurrendered ; and fure foundations laid for the laſting peace 


and ſafety of this part of the world. Clearer and more obvious 


truths appear no where in the hiſtories of any age or people; 
yet ſuch hath been the deluſion of party, that contrary fe- 


. preſentations have gained an intire credit. The ſpeculative | 


and 
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and practical propagators of them have been conſidered by a 
numerous party, as the beſt Writets, and the wiſeſt and moſt 
worthy Miniſters, 5 
The temper, behaviour, and management of the Queen, 
on whom ſo much depended, deſerves a particular and im- 
rtial conſideration. As both parties in their turns were 
greatly diſobliged and offended, no praiſes bave been given 
her for perſonal ſteadineſs and wiſdom, In ſome fermons 
indeed, parts and abilities have been aſcribed: to her; but, 
were ſuch paſſages duly explained, the abilities would be 
found to belong only to her Miniſters. | 

Great are the diſhonours, which have redounded to the 
facred order by the behaviour of thoſe Princes, who have 
been moſt favoured with their eſteem. The effects of their 
zeal have not appeared in a warm and equal concern for the 
welfare of fociety ; but in aiding one party to oppoſe and 
ruin the other. Benevolence and compaſſion have been diſ- 
regarded ; and wrath, clamour, and brutal qualities have 
been encouraged ; and thoſe of the divine and humane kind 
been greatly neglected. 

There were two things, to which, the inglorious part of 
this Reign may be chiefly imputed; the Queen's paſſion for 
Favourites, and the prejudices of her Education. To the 
ſecret influence of Favourites was owing the diſgrace of her 
General, who, while he was ſteadily purſuing the intereſt 
of the. Public, was not only diſmiſſed and loaded with the 
heavieſt reproaches, but even profecuted for what had been 
granted him by the Queen's warrant under her own hand, 
and what was afterwards. given the Duke of Ormond. By 
the ſame ſecret influence, the exchanging the Able, Honeft, 


and Succeisful, for Thoſe. whoſe managemant proved them 


in all reſpects the reverſe, was eſteemed an important deli- 
rerance. Hence alſo it was, that the Miniſters had often 
ſuch put upon them as were their enemies, and the juſt a- 
verſion of thoſe on whole attiltance they depended. This in- 
commoded every Miniſtry, and was the cauſe of the Queen's 
conftant complaints of her being only a Royal Slave. Ina 
word. paſſion for favourites ſeemed to have a greater effect 
upon her, than the impreſſions of ambition and glory: For 
otherwiſe, the moſt worthy deſigns had not been aban- 
doned, when there was ſo ncar a proſpect of their accom- 
pliſhment. 5 Nd s Es 
The prejudices of the Queen's education had alſo a great 
ſhare in ſullying the glory of her Reign. It was her misior- 
tune to be educated in ſuch times, and under ſuch perſons, 
| | 48 
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as had given her wrong ideas of Religion and the Church, 
and infuſed into her, ſrom her very infancy, ſtrong preju- 
dices againſt the Whigs, who were reprefented to her as ene- 
mies to the Conſtitution in Church and State. Deliberate 
reviews are very uncommon, and eſpecially in thoſe who are 
at the height of power. This evil was therefore incurable, 
and had very ill confequences. Hence, though the Queen has 


been juſtly commended for her devout and regular attendance 


on the offices of the Church, and for ardent wiſhes for its 
proſperity, yet for want of true notions of religious liberty 


- (which ſhe had never been taught) attempts were repeatedly 
made in the beginning of her Reign, with her approbation, - 
to diſcourage and diſtreſs the Diſſenters. But theſe attempts 


were diſappointed by the moderation and juſtice, which then 


ſubſiſted in the Houſe of Lords. The concurrence of the 
Treaſurer * and General F in thoſe meaſures hath been re- 
preſented as an inſtance and moſt unſeaſonable expreſſion of 
their enmity to the true principles of liberty. But the im- 
mediate and preſſing motive of their behaviour was a necel- 
fity of complying with the inclinations of their Royal mi- 
ſtrefs, Had they refuſed, they would have given their ri- 
vals a very dangerous advantage. And, though we ſhould 
allow the fulleſt ſtrength to their old leven, yet it muſt be 
ſuppoſed, if they had been at perfect liberty, their known 
prudence and policy would have reſtrained ſuch appearances 
of it at this time. For nothing could be more mortiſy- 
ing and offenſive to the Dutch, and all the Reformed 
Churches. Beſides, to begin ſuch a war with diſuniting 
meaſures at home, would have been to the laſt degree ab- 
ſurd. f | 

Diſtreſſing and incapacitating were conſiſtent with the de- 
ſigns, the views, and the meaſures of the four laſt years 
of the Queen's reign. All Proteſtants abroad, as well as 


thoſe at home, who differed from the Eſtabliſhment, were 


marked with infamy. A loud noiſe for the Church 
filled all places , and prevented all attention to the calamity 


and deſtruction preparing for the State, Depriving the Diſ- 


ſenters of the natural right of educating their children was 
the prelude to the diveſting of them of their moſt impor- 
tant privileges in ſociety. For their power of voting for 
Members of Parliament would have been taken away; and 
they would have been rendered equally incapable of being 
concerned in the choice of Members of Corporations. 
How ſoon hath the ſenſe of ſuch a deliverance been loſt 


Becauſe impradicable favours have not been granted, many 
| | 2 0 
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of them, who dignify themſelves with the name of Cenſiſtent 
| Pruteſtants, and the true aſſertors of liberty in its full extent, 
have ſhewn themſelves extremely perverſe both in their 
words and actions; and in ſome places applied their won- 
derfully-preſerved privileges and capacities for the ſervice of 
an intereſt, which had doomed them to deſtruction; in 
others, they have been indolent and unconcerned, 1 

How the Queen's zeal for the Church operated in the af- 
fair of. Dr. Sacheverel, is but too well known. This zeal 
give the enemies of the Miniſtry advantages at Court and in 
the Country, beyond their moſt ſanguine expectations. To 
the mad ferment which was diffuſed through the Kingdom, 
and which influenced the future elections, the eaſy ſucceſs 
of the new Miniſtry may be juſtly aſcribed. For tho' they 
had been poſſeſſed of power; and though the Nation was 
tired out with taxes; yet nothing but the operation of the 
noiſe and name of the Church could have given them ſo 
| ſecure a majority. This alone, after ſuch affecting ſucceſſes, 
was Capable of producing an inſenſibility of the advantages 
ziven the enemy, and of the diſtreſs, to which we moſt 
faithleſsly and inſolently reduced our Allies. Our liberties, 
| trade, and commerce could only by this means have been 
placed in ſo bad a ſituation. ; 

An explanation of the real ſecret of the management of the 
new Miniſtry, and of the impeaching Parliament, hath not 
been attempted. Perhaps of this, as well of ſome other particu- 
las both at home and abroad, no full and exact account will 
ever be given, It hath been ſaid, that the Treaſurer and his 
Friends foreſaw and intended ſome of the conſequences. The 
Junto and their Friends, the zealous promoters of it, were to 
have been given up. That the Junto had often made remon- 
ſtrances and demands, both with regard to perſons and 
things, in a manner difagreeable to the Prime Miniſter, 
may be allowed, without ſuppoſing a wiſe man capable of 
ſo abſurd a ſcheme for his deliverance. Beſides, the combi- 
nation betwen the then Patriots and the Tories was known 
to be ſo firm, as not to ſuffer him to entertain the leaſt 
hopes of making any impreſſion. From all appearances, we 
may conclude it to have been the effect of haſty unthinking 
zeal. Expreſs and parliamentary approbation was intended 
tor the principles, on which the Revolution is founded, 
Something of this kind ſeemed neceſſary, becauſe, through- 
out this Reign, Revolution principles had been perpetually 
diſgraced and oppoſed from the Preſs and the Pulpit. 
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The heart of the Queen was well known, and her ſecret 
affections and diſſatisfactions well underſtood, Therefore, 
during the trial of Dr. Sacheverel, and immediately after, the 


principles of the Revolution were vilified beyond meaſure; 


and the doctrines of Slavery became matter of glory, as the 
peculiars of Chriſtianity and the Church. Addrefles were 


graciouſly received, wherein, with the omiſſion only of his 


name, the Pretender's title was expreſsly afferted ; and, by 
evident implication, this was calling the Poſſeſſor of thx 


Throne an Uſurper ; language, which hath ever been un- 
pardonable with every other Prince. However this be, moſt - 


certain it is, that thoſe who had expreſſed their readineſs to 
concur in the meaſures of the Court, were regarded as well- 
affected, and declarations and aſſurances in favour of the 
Houſe of Hanover, were conſidered only as a matter of ne- 
ceſſity and form. | | | 

No one of our Monarchs ever had greater advantages of 
doing good both at home and abroad, nor had any Reign 
been diſtinguiſhed with ſuch glorious and important events, 
Germany ſaved from deſtrution ; the Imperial Crown pre- 
ferved and fixed on the head of our Ally; Flanders ſub- 
dued ; the exorbitant power of France reduced; the Union 
of England and Scotland, are events for which the Reign of | 
Queen Anne will be had in everlaſting remembrance. But 


by a diſhorſourable peace, how fruitleſs were theſe important 


events rendered? How ſoon was the power of France te- 
ſtored to a condition of injuring, oppreſſing, and terrifying 
the world? And very probably, nothing but the Queen's 
ſudden removal prevented the execution of thoſe ſchemes in 
favour of the Pretender, which the Peace- makers had laid, 
and for which due preparation had been made, | 
Had not the Emperor and Catalans prolonged the war, 
Lewis XIV, ſome months before the Queen's death, would 
have ſent us his laſt legacy; for he would have been at per- 
fect liberty to have aided thoſe here, who had prepared 
every thing for a ſecond Reſtoration, Who can mention 
the Catalans, and forbear lamenting their ſevere and hor- | 
Tible uſage ? We not only neglected their ſecurities and pri- 
vileges, though they had been true to all their engagements, 


but aſſiſted in compleating their ruin. The caſe of the Ca- 


talans ieems to afford full proof, that the Queen was de- 
ceived by her Miniftry, and kept in total ignorance of af. 
fairs; for if that had not been the cafe, ſhe Muſt have bad 
no inclination to truth and probity, and have been incapable | 

| to | 
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to diſtinguiſh between right ard wrong, in the ſtrongeſt in- 
ſtances, which cannot well be ſuppoſed. 

The domineering manner, in which we joined with 
France, in dictating terms to our Allies; the faithleſs and 
inſolent manner of abandoning them; the injurious uſage of 
them in debates and reſolutions of Parliament, and by Mi- 
niſterial Writers, have given impreſſions greatly detrimental 
to all future Negotiations, and fixed indelible infamy upon 
our Nation. a | 

Queen Anne, as to her perſon, was middle ſized, and 
well made, but not ſo majeſtic as her ſiſter Queen Mary. 
Her hair dark brown; her complexion ſanguine and ruddy ; 
her face round, rather comely than handſome ; her features 
ſtrong and regular; and the only blemiſh in her face was 
owing to the defluxion ſhe had, when young, in her eyes, 
which left a contraction in the upper-lids and gave a cloudi- 
neſs to her countenance. Her bones were ſmall, and hands 
beautiful. She had a very good ear for muſic, and per- 
formed on the Guitar, an inſtrument formerly much in 
vogue. Her voice was remarkably clear and harmonious, 
which particularly appeared, in the graceful delivery of her 
ſpeeches to the Parliament. She was reckoned a pattern of 
conjugal affection, and a prudent indulgent Mother. She 
was liberal, though an enemy to luxury and profuſeneſs. 
She was very reſerved, and, in all conditions of life, ſhe re- 
quired a ſtrict attendance from all perſons in their reſpective 
ſtations, ſhe herſelf being nicely obſervant of all the deco- 
rum's of a Court. | | 

The exerciſe ſhe principally loved was hunting, which 
ſhe practiſed in her chaiſe ; but the gout increaſing upon 
ber, and growing extremely unwieldy, ſhe diſuſed that and 
other diverſions, conducive to her health, which perhaps 
might have been longer preſerved, had ſhe not eat ſo much, 
an unhappineſs derived to her not from her Father, who wzs 
abſtemious enough, but from her Mother, which ſeems to 
confute the ſcandalous report of the Queen's drinking ſpiti- 
tuous liquors, Which was told with ſo much aſſurance, that 
many who loved and eſteemed her gave in to it; whereas 
one of her * Hiſtorians affirms it for a truth, that ſhe ab- Coke. 
horred all ſtrong waters. The French Continuator of Rapin 
gives credit to the common report, and ſays, ſhe accuſ- 
tomed herſelf to it out of complaiſance to the Prince her 
husband. | T 
It was her unhappineſs not to be much acquainted with 


our Engliſb Hiſtory, and the actions of her Predeceſſors; 
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whereas, Queen Mary was extremely well verſed, not 


only in our own, but the Hiſtories of other Countries. 

Her Reign may be called Bloodleſs, not one perſon having 
been executed, at leaſt beheaded, for treaſon, during the 
whole courſe of it ; which cannot be ſaid of any Reign 
fince the time of Edward I, who died in 1307. 

Semper Eadem was the motto of Queen El:zabeth, which 
Queen Anne aſſumed upon her Acceſſion to the Throne; 
and which, had ſhe purſued with the ſame reſolution and 


Readineſs, the might have exceeded her in glory and fame, 


But in one thing ſhe was very unlike Queen Elizabeth, 
whom ſhe propoſed for her pattern. Queen Elizabe 


was very ſparing of her honours, and a man muſt have de- 


ſerved it, before he could obtain ſo much as a Knighthood 


at her hands : Whereas Queen Anne made more Peers of 
the Realm at once, than the other did in a Reign of forty- 
four years. Indeed, her Great-Grandfather King James, 


was the firſt that was laviſh in conferring honour, whoſe 


example was but too much followed by his Deſcendants; 
ſo that Queen Aune was not ſingular in that reſpect, except 
in creating ſo many together, for an end that will remain a 
blemiſh upon her Adminiſtration, as long as Hiſtory en- 
dures, 

In Queen Anne ended the line of the Stuarts: Their 
merit and demerit may be rightly ſtated, by conſidering 
what their regards or diſregards were to the welfare of 
Hurope; to the union and ſtrengthening of the Proteſtant 
intereſt ; and to the quiet and proſperity of their ſubjects. 
In order to make up ſuch an'account duly and accurately, 
many important materials are {till wanting, 

There had been a new vault made on the South-ſide, and

'G EORGE-LEI/IS, Elector of Brunfwick-Lunenburg, 


ſucceeds to the Crown of Great-Britain, by virtue of 
ſeveral acts of Parliament, for ſecuring the Proteſtant Suc- 
ceſſion. He was born May 28, 1660. and was the eldeſt fon 
of Erne/t- {uguſtus, Biſhop of Oſnaburg, Duke of Hanover, 
and Elector of Brunſwick- Lunenburg, by the Princeſs So- 
phia, fifth and youngeſt daughter of Frederic V, Elector 
Palatine and King of Bohemia, and the Princeſs Elizabeth, 
daughter of James I, King of England.

ſion: The Highlanders were for ſallying out, and dying 
ſword in hand, but were not allowed to ſtir: And, upon 
the whole, General Forſter, prevailed upon by Colonel 
Henry Oxburgh, Lord MWiddringtin, and a few others, re- 
ſolves to capitulate; but can obtain no better terms, than 
that they ſhould be all made priſoners at diſcretion.

or Sheriff- Moor, between the Earl of Mar and the Duke of 
Argyle. Both ſides may be ſaid to have been beaten, and 
to have gotten the victory: The left wing in each having 
been defeated, and the right victorious. On the King's 
fide, the killed, wounded, and taken, amounted to 610, 
and on the Rebels fide to about 800, Afﬀter the battle the 
Duke drew off towards Dumblain, and the Earl towards 
Ardich.

In ſeveral debates on this affair, it is urged, That the 

Navy debt was increaſed, by employing more ſeamen. than

This month, the Emperor of Germany granted a patent 
for eſtabliſhing an Eaſi-India Company in the 4uftrian 
Netherlands ; but the Engliſh, French, and Dutch, made 
ſo ſtrong an oppoſition to this deſign, that it was after- 
wards laid aſide.

His Majeſty embarks at Greenwich, attended by the Earl 
of Jllay and the Lord Townſhend ; and, on the 7th, arrives 


at Vaert, in Holland, where he lay that night. 
The next day, he proceeds on his journey to Hanscver; 
and, on the gth, between ten and eleven at night, arrives 


at Delden, in all appearance, in perfect health ; and ſupped 


there very heartily. 

He ſet out from Delden, about four the next morning ; 
and, between eight and nine, perceiving that one of his 
hands hung motionleſs, it was rubbed with ſpirits. Meen 
while, ſome apoplectic ſymptoms appearing, he was let 


blood ; but, inſtead of being relieved thereby, he fell into | 


a lethargic ſlumber, ſo that the violent motion of the coach 


could not keep him awake. About ten o' clock at night, 


arriving at Ofuabrig, he was immediately carried to bed,

His Majeſty was aged 67 years and 14 days ; and had 

reigned 12 years, 10 months, and 10 days. | 
He was interred at Hanover, among his Anceſtors. 


The Character of King GEoOR 0 E I. 


King George the Firſt may truly be conſidered as more 
fortunate in more important circumſtances of his lie anc 
affairs, than any Prince of the laſt or preſent century. 
This good fortune, which is often the reward of virtue, 
and as often the effe& of prudence, attended him, as well 
before, as after his acceſſion to the Crown of Great- Britain. 
The eſtabliſhment of the Electoral Dignity in his Family, 


was a work, which, though begun by his Father, was re- 


ſerved for him finally to accompliſh. A large acceſſion of 


Dominion fell to him, by his ſucceding to the Dukedom of 


Zell, whereby he became one of the greateſt Princes of 


Germany, and by far the moſt powerful perſon that ever 
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food next heir to the Britiſßb Throne. The Duchy of 
Bremen and the Biſhopric of Ofnabrug, conſiderably 
ſtrengthened his intereſts in the Empire, and gave an ad- 
dtional weight to the Proteſtant cauſe. 

But his good fortune appeared in nothing ſo remarkable 
s in the removal of thoſe ſeemingly invincible obſtacles to 
tis Succeſſion to the Crown of theſe Kingdoms. Queen 
inne had high notions of Hereditary Right; and, in the 
iter part of her Reign, laviſh doctrines, in ſupport of the 
indefeaſibleneſs of that right, were avowed, in numerous ad- 
trefles. Preparations were made for the execution of pur- 
poſes well underſtood, though not expreſsly avowed. The 
Miniſters, and all, who had been the ſure ſupports of the 
Kanzver Succeſſion, had been diſgraced. Many favourable 
conceſſions were made to our often-defeated enemies, who 
both by intereſt and inclination were the protectors and 
fiends of the Pretender. The adminiſtration of affairs 
was committed to the molt daring and determined, and 
the Nation deluded into madneſs for deſtruction. But, 
amidſt theſe apprehenſions and dangers, the Queen's ſud- 
den and unexpected death gave the fortunate Elector of 
Hanover an eaſy and unmoleſted acceſſion to ite Throne. 

King George did not labour under King Milliam's firſt 
diſadvantages. Bis and their Country's enemies were well 
non, and could, with no colour of right, demand con- 
ideace and power. After ſtrong profeſſions of ſubmiſſion 
ind Joy alty, many actually entered into Rebellion; and 
greater numbers wiſhed it ſucceſs. The murmurings and 
complaints, which were occalioned by the diſgrace of the 
General and Miniſtry, who had raiſed the credit and glory 
of the Nation to an height before unknown, had been re- 
knted, as unpardonable affronts to the Royal Prerogative : 
And yet, when the Succeſſor removed thoſe, from whom 
be had received many indignities, and of whoſe mcaſures 
and defigns to defeat him of his Royal Dignity, he had 
many and undoubted proofs, this was repreſented as extreme 
partiality and injuſtice; and in public, and on the moſt 
blemn occaſions, it was pleaded as a juſt provocation to 


Rebellion, and 51. puniſhments of the authors of ſo much 


miſchief and miſery were oppoſed, under the pretence of 
being acts of inhumanity and cruelty. 

There are many circomſtances, not publicly known, 
which, if brought to the light, would demonſtrate the 
King's extraordinary good fortune in defeating the Rebel- 
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and preparations in the South and the Maſt, were great and 
numerous. Caution, fearfulneſs, and delay, prevented the 


execution of meaſures, which could hardly have failed of 
proving fatal to the Government. Such a multitude of 


enemies, in ſo many places, would have divided the | 
troops, and have rendered the army inſignificant in the de- 


fence of the whole. The march of part of the Rebels 
into England; their trifling at Pre/ton, and their ſpecdy 
defeat, were of unſpeakable advantage, by effectually dil 
couraging inſurrections in many other places; whereas 2 


few days march further would have very much ſwelled 


their numbers, and given them a dangerous ſtrength. 
But nothing could be more fortunate to the King than 


the death of Lewis XIV of France. From him the Rebels 


would have received all ſorts of ſuccours and ſupplies. Bi- 
gotry and revenge animated the whole French Nation with 
the unanimous zeal for the ſucceſs of the Pretender. And 


even a Minority, a conteſted Regency, and the probable | 


need, which the Regent might have of our ſupport, did not 


prevent all aſſiſtance. However, thoſe circumſtances proved 


a powerful reſtraint ; and the ſituation of the neighbouring 


Nations was an eminent ſecurity to this Reign. The ut-] 
moſt degree of averſion and jealouſy ſubſiſted between the 


Regent of France and the Court of 47adrid ; wh ch was 
properly improved by deſtroying the growing naval power 


of Spain; and our ſurprizing and compleat advantage in 


this affair utterly diſappointed the vaſt deligns of an able and 
enterprizing Miniſter. | | 
The Invaſion and Rebellion, in 1719, are the leſs re- 


membered, becauſe not one perſon {uffered death on that 


account. The Spaniſh flect, with five thouſand ſoldiers, 


fuffered ſo much in a ſtorm, as to be obliged to return} 


home ; but about four hundred of them landed in Scotland, 
where they were joined by a conſiderable body of Hg. 
landers, but were ſoon defeated, by an inferior number of 
the King's forces. | 

The King of Sweden's death was far from being the leaſt 
conſiderable of many favourable events; for, had that im- 
placable Monarch lived, his deſigns againſt Denmark would 
probably have ſucceeded ; and then he would have had full 
leiſure and opportunity for tranſporting his hardy troops into 
Scotland. | | 


But, on the other hand, how great and uncommon ſo- 


ever the King's good fortune was in removing all obſtruc- 


tions, and firmly eſtabliſhing himſelf in the Throne, it ma 
| | no 
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not without ſome allay. ' Had his ſucceſſion taken place be- 


ſore the change of the Miniſtry, and the diſgrace of the 
General, it would have been infinitely more happy, not 
only for the Nation, but for the laſting tranquillity and 
liberties of Europe, France would then have been compel- 
led to give up the Spanyh Monarchy. By advantages in 
trading to the Dominions of Spain, in Europe and Ame- 
rica, and by ſeveral conceſſions, we ſhould have had ample 
means of repairing the loſſes ſuſtained in a long and expen- 
five war. The Houſe of Bourbon had been reduced within 
their proper bounds, and ceaſed to have been the terror and 
ſcourge of their neighbours. : TT, 

To this may be added, that King George came to a peo- 
ple, who had been corrupted both in their political and 
religious notions, and had been taught an averſion to our 
hatural Allies, and to all foreign Proteſtants, while an eſ- 
teem and affection for France, and a tenderneſs for many 
doctrines of popery had been infuſed into them with great 
ſucceſs 3 and theſe prejudices had indiſpoſed the Nation to 
ſubmit to a Proteſtant Prince, while the dangers from a 
popiſh one were not attended to. The advantages likewiſe 


of a proſperous war, and many valuable branches of com- 


merce had been given up or neglected; and the revenue 
was loaded with a very heavy debt. The Authors of theſe 
calamities had the art and aſſurance to impute the conſe- 
quences of them to the King and his Minitters ; and their 
peace-making had left Europe in ſuch a ſtate, and their 
principles infected the Nation to ſuch a degree, that a good 
body of regular troops was abſolutely neceſlary to the ſafety 
of the Nation ; and yet this was exclaimed againſt as in- 
laving it. | 


The moderate and ſure methods of diſcharging the pub- 


lie debts which had been offered, having been neglected, 
the South-Sea ſcheme took place to the great misfortune 
and diſgrace of this Reign, as well as of the Nation in 
general ; and though men of all parties and degrees upon 
this occaſion equally renounced common ſenſe and honeſty, 
yet they transferred the whole blame from themſelves to the 


Government. But whatever miſtakes or misfortunes hap- 


pened, they cannot juſtly be imputed to the King, whoſe 
integrity and good deſigns were eminent and undaubted, and 
his reſolution to govern agreeably to our laws and conſtitu- 
tion ſteady and unalterable ; though the beſt underſtanding, 
and the beſt diſpoſition are not always ſecure from the arts ot 
bold and ambitious men, 
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With regard to the management of affairs abroad, a due | 
attention was paid to the feeble and corrupt ſtate of our 
Allies; and the eager and haſty diſpoſition of the people 
for war, their perpetual complaints of the wiſeſt conduct, 
caviling at the moſt affecting ſucceſſes, ſoon growing weary 
of the expence, and longing for peace, on any terms, were 
well conſidered ; but at the ſame time the dignity and ho- 
nour of the Nation were maintained in our methods of 
compoſing the diſorders and diſturbances ; which was per- 
formed with as little expence and hazard as poſſible; and 
preventive and defenſive meaſures were the wiſe and ſaſe 
politics, the happineſs and glory of this Reign. | 

As King James, inſtead of giving the laws their proper 
courſe, aflumed a power to diſpenſe with them ; and as | 
Queen Anne was flattered into a perſuaſion that the regal 
authority was unlimited : King George, on the contrary, 
defired no power but what enabled him to promote the 
welfare of his ſubjects, and was too wiſe to deem thoſe | 
his friends who would have made their court to him by 
the profeſſion of an obedience which they never practiſed, 
and which has always proved fatal to thoſe Princes who 
have put it to the trial. He had given a proof of his ſo- 
vereign virtues, before he exerciſed them in this Nation. | 
ö His natural .inclination to juſtice led him to rule his German | 
# ſubjects in the fame manner that our conſtitution directed 
3 him to govern the Eng//h. He regarded civil liberties as 
the natural rights of mankind, and therefore indulged 
them to a people who pleaded no other claim to them than | 
his known goodneſs. The conſiſtency of his behaviour 
was ſuch, that he inflexibly purſued thoſe meaſures which 
appeared the moſt juſt and equitable. As he was moſt 
prudent in laying proper ſchemes, he was no leſs remark- 
able for his ſteddinefs in accompliſhing what he had once 
concerted, To this uniformity and firmneſs of mind 
which appeared in all his proceedings, the ſucceſſes that 
attended him were chiefly owing. His martial virtues | 
were no leſs conſpicuous than his civil, though for the 
good of his ſubjects he ſtudied to decline all occaſions of | 
military glory. He had acquired great reputation in hs 
younger days, in Hungary and the Morea, when he fought | 
againſt the Turks, as well as in Germany and Flanders, 
where he commanded againſt the diſturber of the peace of 
Euripe. And, as if perſonal courage was an hereditary | 
virtue of his family, three of his brothers fell glorioully } 
in the field, fighting againſt the enemics of their Count!) 
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and his ſon (his preſent Majeſty King Geerge II.) fought 
with the bravery of his Father, at the battle of Audenarde, 
when the ſons of France and the Pretender fled before him. 

As to his more private virtues, He was of a grave, eaſy, 
and calm temper, and generous upon all occaſions ; and 
the ſerenity and benignity of his mind diſcovered themſelves 
in his countenance, and captivated the love and venera- 
ton of all, who approached him. |

WESTMINSTER. 
ESTMINSTER (ſo called from ſtanding Weſt 


of St. Paul's) was anciently, in the time of the Bri- 
tons, the See of the Archbiſhop of London ; but being de- 
FF frroyed by the daxons, Sebert King of Efſex erected a 
BF Church, and dedicated it to St. Peter, which was rebuilt, 
endowed and ſtored with Monks by Edward the Confeſſor. 
Afterwards it was taken down, and built as it now ſtands 
by Henry III, except ſome additions to the Weſt, and the 
Chapel of Hens y VII. The Abbots had Archiepiſcopal 
juriſdiction, and the keeping of the Regalia, with a chief 
ſervice in the Coronation of the Kings, in which rights the 
Dean now ſucceeds them. The Abby (valued at 3977 i 
was diflolved, and created into a Deanery by Henry VII 
1539; and into a Piſhopric two years after, and given to 
Thomas Thirleby, who having waſted the patrimony of 
the See, was removed to Norwich. The Biſhopric laſted 
but nine years. The Abbot was reſtored by Queen Mary, 
and, her foundation being diffolved by Queen Elizabeth, ſhe 
made it a Collegiate Church of a Dean and twelve Pre- 


dendaries, 'as it fill continues.

H E antiquity of Knighthood of the Bath is ſuppoſed 
: to have been practiſed by the antient Franks, the 
inhabitants of Lower Germany, with whom it is 

highly probable the Saxons, who invaded England, had the 
fame common deſcent, and who, with other cuſtoms, upon 
their ſettling here, introduced the ſame method of Knight- 
hood. Theſe antient Franks, when they conferred Knight- 
hood, obſerved, amongſt other ſolemn rites, Bathing, before 
they performed their Vigils : Which rites continued to be 
practiſed in England; and from thence Gentlemen were 
here denominated Knights of the Bath. 
— In the Reign of Henry IV, there is a degree of Knight- 
hood ſpecified under the expreſs appellation of Knights 
of the Bath. That King, an the day of his coronation in 
the Tower of London, conferred the ſame upon forty-ſix 
Efquires, who had watched all night before, and had 
| bathed themſelves. From that time, it was cuſtomary 
with our Kings to confer this dignity preceding their coro- 
nations; the coronations of their Queens; the birth and 
marriage of the Royal Iflue, and their firſt advancement to 
honours ; upon their deſigned expeditions againſt their 
foreign enemies; upon inſtallations into the moſt noble 
Order of the Garter ; and when ſome grand anniverſary- 
feſtivals were celebrated, 

The laſt Knights of the Bath that were made, until the 
year 1725, were at the Coronation of King Charles II. 
In the year 1725, King George I. thought fit to re- 
vive this Order of Knighthood, and to ſettle it in the 
form it now is — declaring himſelf Sovereign of the Order; 
and aſſigning the Chapel of Henry VII, in Weſtminfter- 
Abbey, as the Chapel of the Order; and ordering Ban- 
ners of the Arms of the Knights, with Plates alſo of their 
arms and ſtiles, to be placed on their ſeveral Stalls, in like 
manner as the Knights of the Garter in St. George“

1* E Knights having apparelled themſclves in their ſur- 
coats of red; lined, and edged with white, girded a- 
bout with a white girdle without any ornament thefeon, and 
in mantles of the ſame eolour and lining, made faſt aloi t 
the neck with a lace of white filk, having a pair of white 
gloves tied therein, with taſſels of filk and gold at the end, 
which mantles were adorned upon the left ſhoulders with the 
enſign of the order, being three imperial crowns Or, ſur- 
rounded with the antient motto of this knighthood, Tria 
Juncfg in Duo, wrought upon a circle Gules, with a glory or 
| D G 2g 2 rays 
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rays ifluing from the center, and under it the lace of white 
filk heretofore worn by the Knights of the Bath, which be- 
ing done in the chambers belonging to the Speaker of the 
Houſe of Commons, and the proxies of the abſent Knights 
taking upon their right arms the mantles of their principals, 
from thence repaired to the Prince's chamber, (their chapter- 
room) about ten of the clock in the forenoon ; and the per- 
ſons, who were to attend in this ceremony, being ranged 
according to their degrees, and waiting upon the ſtairs, and 
at the bottom of the ſtairs that lead from that room, a ſolemn 
proceſſion was made from thence to the weſt-door of 
the abbey-church of Weſtminſter, through St. Margaret's 
church-yard, by a paſlage railed in, floored with boards, 
and covered with cloth, in the following method:

Prince William, who by the ſtatutes is declared to be the 
firſt and principal companion of this order, and to be placed 
next to the Sovereign, at this time came into the chapel in 
perſon, and the Sovereign having been pleaſed, in regard to 
the tenderneſs of his age, to diſpenſe with his obſervarice of 
all the rights of this order, that might give him any fatigue z 
he therefore immediately aſcended into his ſtall, being inveſt· 
ed in his mantle and collar, and ſat down there covered. 

Bath King of Arms then made his reverences in the middle 
of the choir, and turning himſelf to the Great Maſter, who 


making his double reverences in the choir took his ſtall, and

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there repeated his obeiſances, and ſat down covered with 
his white hat. 

Then the proxy of the Duke * Richmond aſcended into 
the ſtall of his principal in like manner, and ſtood there un- 
covered, holding the mantle upon his right arm.

next ſtalls, who, at the ſame inſtant, made the like obci- 


ſances below, and repeated them in their ſtalls, and far 
wn uncovered. 

In like manner, all the a of the companions and 
proxies, having waited the ſeating of thoſe in the upper ſtalls, 
in their courſes, took their reſpective ſtalls, by pairs, throuæh 
ſuch paſſages, as the troubling any Knight 1 in a higher ſtall 
might beſt be avoided. 

Which being done, the Eſquires, having made their re- 
verences in a body, retired to their ſeats ; after them the 
officers of arms, and the officers of the order, placed them- 
ſelves on their forms with the like ceremonies. The Pro- 
vincial Kings of Arms, and the Heralds, according to a re- 
queſt made to the Great Maſter, were allowed to ſit on 
benches in this preſent ceremony, placed at the foot of 


Prince William's ſtall, the Purſuivants ſtanding before them. 


Bath and the Gentleman- Uther forthwith aroſe, made 


their reverences in the middle of the choir, and being fol- 


lowed by the Dean, in like manner, proceeded towards the 
ſtall of the Great Matter, who, making his obeiſances in the 
middle of the choir, proceeded to inſtall the Knights in the 
following manner: 


The Great Maſter entered into the ſtall of the Knight 


companion nextin height to his own, and, having there given 
the proxy of the Duke of Richmond the tranſcript of the 
ſtatutes atteſted under the ſeal of the order, the Dean admi- 
miſtered unto him the oath in the name of his Principal, Bath 


holding the book of the Goſpels, and the Great Maſter then 


ſeated the proxy down in the ſtall, who riſing made his 
double reverences, and continued ſtanding holding the 
mantle, 

The Great Maſter, with the like - attendance, having 
made his obeiſances in the middle of the choir, then repaired 
to the ſtall of the Duke of Mancheſter, delivering to him 
the copy of the ſtatutes, and the Dean having adminiſtered 


the oath, which was of the tenour following: “ You ſhall.

him down in his ſtall, who, riſing, made his double re- 
yerences, and, the Great Maſter having embraced and con- 


gratulated him, he then ſat down in his ſtall, covered with 


his white hat adorned with plumes of white feathers, 


The Great Maſter thus proceeded throughout the reſidue 


of the ſtalls, performing the like ceremonies to the Knights 
and Proxies reſpectively. — 5 : | 
Which being finiſned, and the Great Maſter returned to 
his own ſtall, the Dean was conducted to the altar, and 
Bath and the Gentleman-Uſher being returned to their 
benches, which ceremonies were performed with the due 
obeiſances; divine ſervice then began: during which time, 
the Knights did place their hats upon the cuſhions laid be- 
fore them. 15 

Upon the firſt ſentence of the offertory, Let your light jo 
ſhine, &c. the mulic playing, Bath ſtepped from his bench, 
made his double reverences in the middle of the choir, and, 
coming before the ſtall of the junior Knight, bowed to 
him, and immediately turned himſelf to the oppoſite fide, 
bowing to the Knight in that fall, who aroſe, and, making 
their double obeiſances both at one time in their ſtalls, de- 
ſcended into the middle of the choir, where they repeated 
the fame, and retired under their banners. Bath then in 
like manner ſummoned tlie Knights in the next ſtalls, and 
ſo throughout the whole courſe of ſtalls, ſummoning them 
by pairs, and the proxy of the Duke of Richmond ſingle, 
and then the Great Maſter, and after him Prince William 
alone, who all of them, with the like ceremonies, placed 
themſelves under their banners. oy | | 

Bath returned to his bench, and the Pravincial Kings of 
Arms, making their reverences, waited upon PrinceWilliam, 
who, upon his going from under his banner, made his double 
obciſances, and, being thus preceded, made his double 
reverences near the rails of the altar, and at the rails, to the 
altar only, where kneeling down, his Highneſs made his 
offering into the baſon held by the Dean, aſſiſted by the 
Prebends. And he repeated the ſame reverences in his re-

Divine ſervice being ended, the K nights companions put 
on their white hats, and, while the muſic play'd, Bath King 
of Arms ſummoned all the- Knights and Proxies to 
come down from their ſeveral ſtalls in the former me- 


| thod, who all ſtood under their banners. 


Which being done, Prince William was conducted to 
the rails of the altar with the like ceremonies, as in the 
former offering, where the Prince unſheathed bis ſword, 
and offered it himſelf naked to the Dean, and, having re- 
deemed it, the Dean returned it with the following admo- 
nition : I exhort and admoniſt you, to uſe your ſword to the 
glory of God, the defence of the Goſpel, the maintenance 
of your Sovereign's right and honour, and of all equity and 
juſtice, to the utmoſt of your power. And ſoon afterwards 
the Prince retired out of the chapel, leaving Sir Andrew 
Fontaine to be his proxy in the proceſſion for the return to 
the chapter-houſe.
